The present paper is l)ased on a (‘ollectioii of birds made by Dr. 
Al)bott in the course of his ti'avels through Eastern Turkestan, tlie 
Thian-Shaii Mountains, and in the Tagdiimbasli Pamir. This collec- 
tion, numbering 210 finely prepared specimens and representing 08 
s])ecies, has been iiresented to tlie Xational 3Iuseum by Dr. Abbott, 
with characteristic liberality, and forms an important addition to our 
meager representation of Central Asian birds. Tliis last eontriliutioii 
of Dr. AbbotPs is of the same high order as the ])receding ones, the 
specimens showing a neatness of preparation and minute didail of 
data not often seen in collections formed in remote parts and under 
difhculties. 

It seems desirable in tliis case, as in the catalogue of the Ivashmir 
collection, to present a complete list of the specimens with (heir accom- 
panying data, and, for the same reason expressed in that (catalogue, the 
classification enpiloyed is that used in Dr. Sharpe's report on the birds 
of the Second Yarkand 3Iission.’’ 

Dr. Abbott made a short excursion from Leh, Ladak, to Siiget, East- 
ern Turkestan, in the early part of duly, 18D3, which was followed 
shortly by another and much more extended journey of many months, 
during which the following localities were visited ; Starting from Siiget 
late in July, Karakash llivei', Killian Pass, Killian, Bora, Kargallik, 
and Yarkand were visited during the month of August, and Kashgar 
early in September. The Thian-Shan Mountains were then reach ('d, 
and the remainder of September, the whole month of Oetobei*, and a 
few days of Xovember were spent there. Iteturniiig, the valley of the 
Aksu, Ushturfan, Aksu, Matan, and the Kashgar River were visited in 
Xovember, and in the following month and in Januaiy, 1891, some time 
was spent at Pisliak Sindi, and on the Yarkand River. The country 
east of IMaralbashi and Kokchall was visited in February, and Kashgar 
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liiver and tlie place of that name were revisited in March. The Gez 
defile was passed on the last day of March, on the road to Sarikol, 
which place was reached on the 3d of Ax^ril. Some da}"s were passed 
here, after which a trip was made to the Tagdumbash Pamir, lasting 
until late in dune. Returning by way of the Tangitar defile and Teret 
Pass, some time was spent in the mountains above Eggis Yar, and 
Kukiar was finally reached late in July. Some collecting was prose- 
cuted on the road and at Killian in August on the way out of the 
country. 

The Willow Warblers were submitted to W. E. Brooks together 
with those contained in the Kashmir collection, and he has very kindly 
corrected or verified my identifications of the same. 

In the preparation of the present article I have not had access to 
Dr. MenzbiePs ‘^Ornithologie du Turkestan.-^

The specimen may be 
described as follows: Kaj^e and posterior part of crown deep buff, the 
feathers with rather narrow dark brown centers; no other trace of buff 
on head, neck, or breast, except slight traces of buff feathers on fore- 
head at base of culmen ; wings, back (rumj) somewhat duller), scapu- 
lars, and tail (above) uniform dark brown, with bronz}^ reflections, the 
tail narrowly tipped with deep buff'; upper tail-coverts paler brown, 
the feathers with deep buff'y tips; outer tail feathers fulvous at basal 
third of both webs, where finely mottled with dark browm; inner w^eb 
of basal half of primaries similar; under parts uniform chocolate brown, 
lighter on abdomen and flanks, where the feathers are obsoletely tipped 
with buff'y brown; under tail-coverts dark like throat and breast, with 
buffy tix)S to the feathers; middle and greater wing-coverts with nar- 
row and almost obsolete rusty edgings; x)rimaries and secondaries with 
light buff tips; some of the tertiaries with narrow rusty tips. Wing, 
15,25 inches; tail, 8.85; tarsus, 3.G5; culmen, 1,35.

In the two last-iiientioned specimens the ninth and tenth' i)riinaries 
are white, without Idaek tenninal markings; in others the ninth pri- 
mary has a subterminal blackish spot, in one specimen oecui)ying only 
the inner web, but in the otliers extending over botli v\ el)s. The black 
shaft mark on the middle pair of tail feathers also varies to soim^ extent, 
being almost restricted to the shaft in one specimen, and having a 
width of a tenth of an inch in another. In all of the specimens some 
of the central tail feathers are black on the inner web at their bases, 
the color being concealed by the tail-coverts.

This appear.s to be a very good pale form of the Tree Sparrow. Tlic 
specimen here described does not dilfer from the true /’. wioa/uini.v in 
the e.vteiit of black on the throat, but Dr. Sharpe in his treatment of 
that species in the British iluseum “Catalogue of Birds" refers to a 
more restricted black throat patch in tin' pale race inhabiting Tur- 
kestan.

Passer ammoilendri fimidiis (Prjevalsky) differs from the above in its 
slightly larger dimensions, paler brown on sides of head and nape, and 
grayer eolor generally.

Previous to the receipt of Dr. Abbott’s specimens the Xational 
Museum possessed no skins of this rare bird, and it has been somewhat 
difiicult to decide, from descriptions alone, to which of the described 
forms these specimens belong. On the whole, I think tliey come nearer 
P. longirostris of Prjevalsky, with whose description and plate they 
have been carefully compared. The dimensions appear to be greater 
than in the allied forms (see table of measurements), and the females 
sent by Dr. Abbott agree in general with Prjevalsky’s diagnosis, but 
not so well with Sharpe’s description of the female of r.imnlcea^^ from 
which they difler in having the rump maize yellow, in decided contrast 
to the color of tlie back; the breast maize yellow, many of the feathers 
broadly tipped with glossy ocher yellow and centered with narrow 
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blackisli tiiaiipilar spots; the npp(‘r tail-coverts similar in color to the 
back, not ^Mike the rump,*’ as set forth in Dr. Sharjie's (h^scriptioii of 
1\ piniicea. 

Dr. Abbott's care in (leterminino’ the sex of his specimens, and his 
close attention to details in their preparation, renders it very improba- 
ble that the examples here regarded as females are immatuie males. 
According* to Dr. Shar]>e’s description of l\ pnnicen above cited, the 
youngmales dilfer from adult femah‘S ^‘in having* tln^ rnnij) yellow and 
in the strong shade of oUa (‘-yellow Avhieh pervades the throat and 
breast, while the foreiieck and breast have large bhnhv triangular 
spots." 

A male from Ladak, l ecorded in a former pa])er, and the inale from 
Teret Pass Inn e an isolated spot of (wimsoii posterior to tln^ su])(‘rcil- 
iary stripe of that color. 

The three described forms of Pyrrhospha from tln^ Himalayas and 
central Asia ai e probably specitically the same, but I prefer to keep 
the present one separate at present, iiending further information on the 
geographical distribution of the forms, as birds dwelling at such high 
altitudes may exist in thoroughly isolated colonies, and under such 
conditions must, of course, be regarded as full species.

The length of tail | 
in the last case may be a niistake for 5.00 inches. 

The measurements given by Dr. Sharpe for a number of Eastern 
Turkestan specimens are in keeping with those mentioned above, the 
wings running from 5.20-5.40 inches, and the tails from 4.80-5 inches.

This species, of which Dr. Abbott sends only one specimen, has 
almost identically the same pattern of coloration as montjola^ but 
the white, forehead of the latter is nearly black in this; the colors are 
everywhere much paler; the pectoral band is cinnamon butf instead of 
russet; the dimensions are fpiite different, — a longer bill and tarsi, and 
shorter wings and tail. The table of measurenmnts here given will 
illustrate these dilferences in proportions.
